Thanks for including me in this e-mail . This was a City Council action and someone 
created the map that was adopted with the Resolution or Ordinance that allowed for 
mobile home living on certain City Streets. 

It is clear that the mobile home curbside resolution or ordinance must be amended to 
exclude areas or streets within a half mile of metro stations, since the City is attempting 
to increase density, from a land use perspective, around those stations. 

That is a policy decision that should have been part of the original ordinance which 
impacts Chinatown, the Lincoln Heights Industrial Zone, and Highland Park - all areas of 
impact within Councilman Cedi Mo's district. 

The City cannot have it both ways. That is, take action to increase land use density 
around metro stations and simultaneously allow for using streets as temporary housing 
zones. That doesn't make sense. 

Jose, I would ask the Councilman to have the map amended immediately to exclude the 
Lincoln Heights Industrial Zone and all areas within a half mile radius of the Gold Line 
station along Avenue 26. 

We are willing to help on this, but it must be done as quickly as this mobile home 
ordinance was urgently adopted.
